In that time we have certainly 
proven to our knockers that we 
have the strength to stay the 
distance and along the way have 
seem some pretty big names 
stumble and fall.

On the international front our 
players continue to gain 
recognition and only this week 
three of our top stars were called 
up for the Olyroo side. 

But Ante Milicic, Ante Moric and 
Mark Babic have been around the 
club for so long that it is hard 
calling them youngsters, although, 
at least in years, that is what they 
still are.

NO-ONE HAS ever doubted the skills of Sydney 
United's Manis Lamond.
